The  object  of  this  little  work  is  to  show  the  Existence 
of  God  attested  through  the  Marvels  of  Nature,  the  first 
work  brought  to  light  by  the  author,  and,  being  written 
in  clear  language,  it  may  all  be  well  understood.  It  is  not 
composed  for  contradiction,  for  this  would  be  unwise;

The  man  who  teaches  that  no  Heaven  and  Hell  exist 
Will  foster  criminals,  his  passions  not  resist; 
Then  Satan's  slave,  is  apt  to  curse  his  father,  mother. 
Can  he  be  justly  called  a  loving  son,  a  brother? 

He  wants  to  overthrowthe  laws  of  God  and  state, 
Although  we  need  God's  law  world's  laws  to  operate. 
'Tis  often  shown,  when  man  the  fear  of  God  has  lost, 
To  rob  or  kill  his  master  little  pains  it  cost. 

Consider  man's  career,  who  leaves  his  wife  and  child, 
He  causes  grief,  distress,  his  heart  with  passion  wild; 
The  name  of  God  he  will  despise,  and  mock  His  Heaven, 
Ungrateful  for  all  blessings  daily  to  him  given. 

Examine  man's  belief  who  burns  his  neighbor's  home, 
Or  kills  his  landlord  through  the  night  in  his  own  room. 
A  man  we  often  find  who  loud  denies  creation, 
And,  being  God's  great  foe,  has  bloody  inclination. 
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Ask  you  the  lad  his  faith,  committing  parricide, 
He  will  reply,  no  faith — but  God  he  will  deride; 
Because  his  schooling  was,  When  thou  diest  all  is  death, 
The  body  being  flesh,  the  soul  is  but  a  breath. 

When  highest  court  is  to  decide  upon  divorce, 
A  father,  mother  comes  without  the  least  remorse, 
Protesting  'gainst  true  faith,  Christ's  Church  they  scandalize, 
Deprived  of  charity,  they  scorn  to  compromise. 

'Tis  true,  bad  men  ( xist,  once  raised  in  holy  creed, 
But,  through  gross  sinful  acts,  they  lost  their  faith  indeed. 
See:  faithful  Christians  will  observe  God's  rule  and  law! 
When  Satan  finds  no  room  he  must  his  snares  withdraw. 

Behold,  the  judge  in  court  calls  God  to  hear  the  truth, 
He  knows  without  God's  fear  no  evidence,  in  sooth; 
In  order  well  to  show  that  lies  do  injury, 
Imposes  sentence  most  severe  for  perjury. 

Can  infidels,  then,  keep  a  place  of  trust  or  fame, 
Before  God  testify,  if  they  deny  His  name  ?

And  openly  deny  Almighty  God  our  Lord, 
Who  made  all  that  exist  complete  for  man's  support? 

Is  man  not  cursing  God  tojsay  He  never  was, 
And  call  God's  children  fools  and  of  the  lowest  class? 
Again — if  God  exists,  to  be  a  cruel  ghost, 
Creating  fire  intending  men  for  sins  to  roast? 

Such  men  would  not  object  if  Heaven  was — not  Hell; 
They  would  then  live  at  ease,  rule  wickedly  full  well. 
But  all  must  know ,  our  Lord  wants  both,  his  right  to  show, 
To  give  the  just  His  Heaven  and  bad  men  Hell  below. 

The  scale  for  justice's^sake  we  might  here  well  compare, 

If  sins  exceed  good  works,  must  sacrifice  repair. 

An  homicide  is  hanged  or  prisoned  is  for  life : 

Those  pains  are  justly  dealt,  for  Judge  no  blame  or  strife. 

How  many  times  we  hear  a  criminal  offender 

Is  forced  from  hands  ofjaw  (refusing  to  surrender) 

And  hanged?    This  bloody  act  is  not  allowed — should  fail; 

Though  justified  his  doom,  for  sins  press  down  the  scale. 
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Our  Lord  is  far  more  kind  to  all,  it  seems  not  strange; 
For  men  deserving  death,  He  waits,  asks  them  to  change ; 
But,  when  abusing,  sends  His  messenger  to  say, 
So  many  days  are  left  you  to  repent  and  pray. 

Oft  lives  of  atheists  are  cut  off  by  God  above, 

For  He  has  touched  their  hearts  and  shown  them  mercy,  love; 

They  promised  to  repent,  but,  habits  being  strong, 

Die  sudden  in  despair,  before  restoring  wrong. 

The  state  of  man  in  life  when  conscience  has  been  lost, 
Is  like  a  ship  disabled,  finds  no  more  the  coast; 
Then,  dragged  by  heavy  waves,  its  thorough  wreck  is  sure; 
Experience  teaches  clear,  hard  fate  it  will  endure. 

The  infidels  call  man's  race  most  intelligent, 

Coax  him  to  mock  his  God,  to  grow  wise,  opulent; 

The  Church  and  priest,  they  say,  keep  man  a  slave — and^more. 

How  can  they  know?  they  never  tried  the  truth  before. 

No  profit 't  is  for  egotists  to  sing  such  song, 
But  Christians  pity  them;  they  must  to  Christ  belong; 
By  loving,  serving  God,  may  enter  Heaven's  gate. 
They  cannot  choose  the  world  for  their  celestial  state. 

All  know  that  man  on  earth  is  not  full  satisfied, 
For  he  is  made  for  Heaven,  and  God's  laws  must  abide. 
Christ  says,  "Good  servants  will  enjoy  most  happiness, 
Receive  reward  eternal  in  the  land  of  bliss." 
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Tis  wrong  to  say  that  plows  surpass  most  humble  prayer, 
That  in  great  famine  'twould  show  man  took  better  care. 
The  plows  were  used  where  most  destructive  famine  struck, 
How  was  the  harvest  lost,  how  came  then  such  bad  luck  ?

The  Christian  daughters  will  refute  the  bad  device 
Of  that  lost  man,  and  cannot  follow  his  advice, 
Because  deceitful  ?t  is  and  ruins  men  below, 
And  serves  eternal  happiness  to  overthrow. 

What  would  the  doctors  say  in  practice  for  years  past, 
If  tailors,  blacksmiths,  all  would  claim  it  fair  at  last, 
They  should  instruct  the  doctors  medicines  to  use  ? 
Would  they  not  call  them  fools  such  project  to  induce  ? 

We  might  the  more  term  fools,  who  try  to  change  God's  word. 
From  early  times  some  made  sham  creeds,  without  accord; 
But  they  are  all  condemned — their  act  now  clearly  tells, 
"  Reforming  '*  drove  them  all  to  join  the  infidels. 
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Though  men  deny  their  God,  the  Heaven's  power  sublime, 
Still,  not  content,  they  seek  a  higher,  nobler  clime. 
Behold,  to  find  a  God  they  search  all  through  the  skies, 
With  their  balloons  they  soar  thro'  many  glorious  dyes. 

But  how  can  God  be  found  amid  the  star  and  cloud, 

By  wandering  souls,  denying  Him,  rebellious,  proud?

But,  while  surrounding  facts  surpass  our  intellect, 
We  should  a  Master  trust,  His  plans  the  best  respect.

The  snares  he  lays  for  them,  will  catch  himself  indeed. 
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Those  wandering  men  have  judgments  different  in  kind: 
Some  disbelieve  in  God,  have  nothing  on  their  mind, 
While  others  blame  men  loving  Jesus  crucified, 
Although  the  Son  of  God  for  our  salvation  died. 

Some  say,  "  If  God  exists  we  could  not  praise  His  laws, 

Because  for  Adam's  sin  our  children  not  the  cause;" 

And  yet  an  unjust  man  is  punished  often  here, 

Which  causes  pain  to  his  own  child,  though  young  and  dear. 

Experience  all  we  meet,  surrounds  us  everywhere  ! 
Regard  a  father  having  children  in  his  care : 
If  he  his  earnings  waste,  by  conduct  lose  his  fame. 
His  children  sure  will  suffer— but,  were  they  to  blame? 

Suppose  a  father  by  misconduct  lose  respect, 
His  child  will  lose  esteem,  and  deep  on  it  reflect; 
It  may  be  virtuous,  but  stains  will  dwell  within, 
Preventing  it  the  place  its  father  lost  by  sin. 

A  child  who  through  his  father  Joses  fear  of  God, 
Dwells  in  a  dangerous  state,  for  vice  obstructs  its  road; 
'T  will  serve  as  tool  and  nail  to  build  its  father's  bier, 
And  hasten  his  last  days,  wish  him  to  disappear. 

What  Adam  lost,  man  too,  hath  lost,  beneath  the  skies, 
Though  noble  happiness  was  given  in  Paradise; 
But  justice  all  divine  was  through  man's  sins  provoked, 
He  punished  him,  those  graces  previous  given  revoked.

If  he  believes  but  what  his  weak  eyes  witness  here, 
Defense  he  has  not,  cannot  claim  to  be  sincere. 

Since  truths  and  facts  with  brilliancy  show  clear  and  sweet, 
Man's  sense  should  mind,  apply  God's  grace  his  case  to  meet. 
To  this  undoubtedly  good  virtues  are  required, 
And  to  be  Christian,  from  all  unbelief  retired. 

By  walking  into  groves  and  fields  in  early  spring, 
He  sees  the  plants  are  small,  the  ground  but  covering; 
When  summer's  noon  approaches  all  is  spread  in  bloom, 
Thus  promising  man's  food  for  winter  soon  to  come.

While  generating  acts  of  nature  blind  man's  eye, 
We  must  submit  to  God,  his  loving  child  to  die. 

A  pure,  refreshing  dew  is  there  in  early  morn, 
Its  substance  hard  to  tell  or  see  how  it  is  born. 
It  is  not  water,  neither  rain,  and  yet  its  taste 
Is  wanted  for  all  kinds  of  fruits — none  can  be  waste. 

The  gales  and  stormy  winds,  so  powerful  but  light, 
Unseen,  all  dominate  the  air — can  crush  in  might  S 
They  do  not  hurt  the  plants,  to  leave  man  good  supply, 
Oh,  what  nice  mysteries — his  soul  to  edify! 
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Since  saints  and  martyrs  all  God's  gospel  full  sustain, 
Whose  lives  through  wisdom,  charity  in  bloom  remain; 
We  should  not  trust  these  quarrelsome,  deceitful  men, 
Who  God's  sweet  words  deny  or  holy  works  disdain. 

To  rule  Almighty  God,  or  not  his  works  sustain, 
Is  mockery — opponents  cannot  right  obtain ; 
A  child  insulting  God,  the  best  of  fathers  dear, 
Must  be  insane  or  lost  to  wholesome  love  and  fear.

We  should  all  watch,  well  knowing  man  subject  to  fail. 
If  trusting,  loving  God,  we  never  would  assail; 
Let's  toil  our  vineyards,  for  good  fruits  we  must  obtain  ! 
E'en  good  land  when  neglected  will  produce  no  grain. 

We  see  good  things  on  earth,  the  heavens  in  harmony, 
They  all  instruct  God's  children,  feed  their  memory. 
And  open  roads  of  grace,  e'en  leading  to  the  sky. 
They  say:  "Call  on  your  God,  there's  plentiful  supply." 

Do  not  ignore,  Christ  mourns  if  men  by  sin  offend, 
Though  always  ready  when  the  souls  are  sick  to  mend; 
Af  once  we  should  repent,  if  on  the  wicked  way, — 
Good  Heaven  us  will  support  to  see  a  brighter  day. 
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To  this  we  must  give  God  our  hearts  and  fruits  we  gather, 
In  pure  and  lowly  way,  like  children  to  their  father;

PART  IV. 


A  true  wise  man  will  not  debase  the  works  of  God, 
But,  praising  them,  will  send  great  thanks  to  Heaven's  abode; 
He  knows  that  sinful  acts  destroy  reward  and  trust, 
Denying  Jesus  and  the  price  His  blood  has  cost. 

Without  this  faith  man's  sense  grows  dim,  admits  temptation, 

He  will  neglect  good  works  and  lose  his  destination; 

And  evil  hearts  will  watch,  in  darkest  spot  remain, 

To  steal  their  neighbor's  purse  or  goods,  if  chance  obtain. 

When  man  denies  his  God  he  is  deprived  of  fear, 
And  when  no  sins  exist,  may  kill  his  brother  dear; 
Where  God  dwells  not  we  find  no  love,  no  charity, 
And  men  to  Satan  sold  hate  Christian  unity. 

When  man  believes  and  says  the  world  itself  conducts, 
Frail  nature  contradicts  his  words,  them  Heaven  obstructs. 
If  world  shows  each  society  requires  a  head, 
Then  God  must  govern  Heaven,  world,  living  men  and  dead. 
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O  foolish  man,  to  alter  what  surpasses  sense, 
Or  to  explain  by  tricks  those  mysteries  immense ! 
God's  works  are  strange,  't  is  true,  but 't  is  His  holy  will; 
Although  not  satisfied,  we  must  endure  them  still. 

But  atheists,  wonder  't  is,  want  to  attack  a  God, 
Destroy  His  works,  seduce  man  from  salvation's  road; 
And  yet  God  patiently  keeps  up  their  lives  so  sweet. 
They  should  their  own  works  test  if  anxious  faults  to  meet. 

A  child  shall  never  run  until  it  moves  to  walk, 
And  neither  shall  it  speak  before  it  tries  to  talk; 
Men,  therefore,  should  not  read,  but  first  learn  ABC, 
Else  tunes  would  discord  prove  and  be  no  harmony. 

That  works  above  exist  beyond  man's  sense  to  reach, 
Shows  us  a  head  supreme  is  there  man  well  to  teach; 
As  here,  if  man's  unable  to  discern  a  plan, 
He  asks  an  explanation  of  a  wiser  man. 

Let  us  not  criticise  sweet  Heaven,  but  view  the  ground; 
See  from  one  kind  of  sap  how  many  fruits  are  found! 
We  profit  all  of  these;  in  strength  are  kept  alive, — 
Can  we  explain,  how  from  these  flesh  and  blood  derive? 

And  seeds  so  simple,  but  how  wonderful  the  mold, 
When  planted  in  good  ground  produce  an  hundred  fold; 
The  tender  plants  are  saved  from  lightning,  gale  and  storm, 
While  heavy  structures  are  thrown  out  of  shape  and  form. 
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The  fishes  through  the  waters  all  are  bred  and  fed, 
Without  support  of  man  through  trackless  wastes  are  led; 
The  birds  who  dwell  around  find  food  and  dress  in  time; 
When  winter's  past,  unhurt,  they  sing  a  thankful  rhyme. 

The  quadrupeds  that  travel  forest,  marsh  and  plain, 
Dwell  happy,  all  which  shows  their  rights  from  God  obtain, 
Constructing  dens  by  wondrous  skill  in  way  and  plan, 
Provide  for  rainy  days,  as  if  were  teaching  man. 

But  when  in  prime  of  life  man  of  these  takes  possession, 
Proclaims  't  is  all  his  own,  keeps  them  without  transgression, 
He  calls  all  useful  that  is  made  to  help  men  all; 
His  language  here  is  well, — how  shall  this  next  we  call? 

He  says  't  is  all  for  man  that  earth  and  sea  produce, 
Supplying  precious  treasures  more  than  he  can  use; 
But  what  regard  a  soul?  he  says.   When  e'er  man  dies, 
There's  no  God  to  revive  the  soul  above  the  skies. 

With  this  expression  reason  'never  shall  agree. 
If  man  is  nothing,  Heaven  is  not  for  him  to  be, 
And  God  would  be  unjust  to  give  eternal  glory 
To  man,  if  he  degrades  himself,  or  tells  such  story. 

An  infidel  admits  all  useful  that  exists 

For  man's  good,  but  annuls  his  soul  and  God  resists. 

Does  such  a  man  deserve  to  be  a  king  of  earth, 

Or  swell  with  pride  and  claim  his  teachings  something  worth? 
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If  that  man  had  no  soul  he  would  be  but  a  brute. 
Why  brutes  stand  under  him  might  cause  a  new  dispute. 
If  power  was  not  him  given,  the  mule  might  kick  at  man, 
The  horse  might  bridle  him  and  make  two-legged  span. 

What  honor  can  be  due  a  man  with  such  belief, 
If  he  himself  brings  down  to  brutes  to  find  relief? 
Can  he  be  called  the  father  of  a  virtuous  child? 
It  pities  him,  as  being  but  a  monster  wild. 

To  urge  a  father's  blessing  who  denies  his  soul, 
Can  face  no  reason,  nor  no  household  can  console. 
To  call  him  brute,  or  to  attribute  such  a  fame, 
Would  curse  his  soul  and  our  Creator's  works  misname. 

It  therefore  would  be  best  no  brutal  names  to  call, 
Though  many  use  such  talk,  which,  too,  explains  their  falL 
'T  is  pitiable!  let's  pray  for  them,  O  Christian  friend, 
Their  eyes  might  open  ere  their  lives  are  at  an  end! 

Experience  gives  the  truths,  some  are  exposed  eaclfday! 

The  consequence  is  an  unhappy  death — no  pay. 

And  if  we  teach  that  suicide's  annihilation, 

We  but  mislead  our  soul  and  cause  more  grief,  temptation* 

That  such  a  man  does  not  believe  in  God  is  plain, 
He  cannot  understand — why  then  should  he  explain. 
World  calls  man  dunce  if  foolishly  h's  treasures  spends, 
For  then  he  loses  credit,  also  all  his  friends. 
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How  pitiable  it  is  to  doubt,  O  neighbors  dear, 

And  not  investigate,  pass  life  without  just  fear ! 

Since  souls  are  made  for  Heaven,  as  God  and  angels  tell, 

Lose  not  the  tides  of  grace  your  hearts  with  bliss  must  swell. 

This  controversy's  painful  but  with  right  explained — 
Not  towards  pains  compared  when  'fore  his  Judge  arraigned. 
Since  reason  tells  the  truth,  time  should  be  well  employed 
To  do  what  God  commands, — without  this,  all  is  void. 
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A  virtuous  man  is  calm,  with  love  obeys  God's  laws; 
His  life  devout  and  humble,  Heaven's  grace  he  draws; 
To  perfect  yet  himself,  keeps  clean  his  soul  and  heart, 
Respects  all  things  the  Lord  was  willing  to  impart. 

But  to  be  wise  as  God,  he  knows  it  cannot  be, 
For  Scripture  teaches  only  God's  will  to  man  free ; 
Though  there  is  meditation  for  man's  life  entire, 
Like  holy  fathers  found,  whose  works  we  must  admire. 

In  Scripture  will  be  seen  that  God  is  our  Creator, 
The  Heaven's  Power,  who  sent  his  Son  as  meditator; 
Who  is  without  begin,  and  who  shall  never  end; 
A^gracious  Father  in  whom  grace  and  justice  blend. 
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We  see  that  Adam  first  was  man  on  earth  created, 
To  lead  his  soul  to  God  by  precepts  indicated; 
How  sin  deprived  his  happiness,  lost  grace  and  peace, 
For  Paradise  was  locked,  all  blessings  hence  to  cease. 

This  senteace,  spreading  yet  above  all  nations'  head, 
Is  softened  through  the  holy  mission  Jesus  led. 
If  faith  surround  our  hearts,  then  Satan  is  subdued, 
His  fiery  dart  repelled  and  quenched  by  sacred  blood. 

It  shows  the  Lord  on  Adam  greatest  pity  took, 
When  promising  a  Saviour  (reads  the  holy  book); 
How  penitence  and  prayers  restored  his  place  on  high. 
His  mind  was  firm  no  more  to  sin — would  rather  die. 

The  Patriarchs  and  Prophets,  like  the  stars  so  clear, 
Enlighten  all  good-willing  men  upon  this  sphere ; 
To  keep  the  promise  up,  pronounced  by  God  our  Lord, 
That  man's  belief  should  e*©r  with  will  of  Heaven  accord. 

Then  Moses,  being  ruler  first  by  God  appointed, 
Receiving  laws  and  power,  had  Aaron  priest  anointed; 
God  ordered  him  to  build  an  Ark  or  Church,  up  high, 
On  elevated  mountains  pointing  clouds  and  sky. 

The  Church  of  God,  east,  west,  grew  strong,  was  beautified, 

Where  holy  things  subsisted,  laws  were  specified; 

With  altar  well  prepared  for  daily  sacrifice, 

The  faithful  prayers  to  send,  with  Heaven  to  compromise. 
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Man  to  obey  God  offered  purest  lamb  or  calf, 
His  soul  to  cleanse,  restore  lost  time  to  Lis  behalf  ; 
And  keep  our  sweet  expected  Saviour  dear  in  mind, 
Who  sacrificed  Him  on  the  cross  to  save  mankind.

And  meet  our  Saviour's  life,  a  glorious  history. 

Christ,  Second  Person  of  the  Holy  Trinity, 
His  wise  instruction,  deeds  of  love,  humanity; 
He  being  Father  dear  of  poor  and  rich,  all  kind, 
Provides  the  Christians  light  if  they  His  laws  will  mind. 

His  life  is  filled  with  meekness,  grace  and  charity, 
His  voice,  sweet,  amiable,  his  tone  of  dignity; 
His  acts  and  precepts  are  His  Fathers,  God  our  Lord. 
Shall  He  not  by  us  all  be  equally  adored  ? 

A  model  Jesus  is  for  all  the  human  race, 

And  often  miracles  He  does,  sends  special  grace : 

With  all  this,  sinners,  infidels,  go  their  old  way, 

Till  He,  the  head  of  justice,  crush  their  mock  display. 
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All  Jesus  has  condemned  is  visible  to-day; 
His  prophecies  well  known  show  justice  in  His  way. 
He  said,  ''The  Jews  shall  be  despised  to  end  of  times, 
And,  too,  dispersed  among  the  nations  in  all  climes." 

This  curse  by  Christ  upon  their  race  was  last  applied, 
When  through  their  sinful  fathers  He  was  crucified; 
This  must  instruct  their  offspring,  Christ  God  to  declare, 
Make  them  embrace  His  faith,  their  losses  to  repair. 

Jerusalem  was  ruined,  the  temple  was  destroyed, 
As  Jesus  said  before — His  word  was  never  void; 
The  perpetuity  of  Church  he  taught  and  founded, 
Is  with  the  clearest  truths  and  facts  to-day  surrounded.

An  impious  writer  contradicting  works  Divine, 
To  use  God's  words,  he  knows  it  must  his  works  refine; 
He  speaks  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  Heaven,  all  God  has  blessed, 
Convincing  there's  the  truth  gives  man  eternal  rest. 
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Voltaire  and  Rousseau,  being  infidels  in  fact, 
Admiring  Jesus'  virtues,  wisdom,  word  and  act, 
They  said,  "If  Socrates  a  wise  man  died  on  earth, 
Christ's  death,  then,  teaches  us,  a  God  is  He  from  birth."

Does  reason  not  persuade  men  all  by  short  reflect, 
All  do  great  blasphemy  by  fighting  Providence, 
Well  knowing  all  is  given  by  His  omnipotence? 

Man,  is  it  not  absurd  to  use  thy  Saviour's  name, 

To  decorate  thy  poems  or  some  great  works  of  fame; 

Consider  Him  wise,  holy,  just,  a  model  life, 

And  not  believe  His  words  and  be  with  Him  at  strife? 

Lo,  Jesus  Christ  proclaimed  himself  the  Son  of  God, 
Arose  on  earth,  to  draw  men  from  the  slavish  road; 
He  who  explained  his  Father's  laws,  who  dwelt  on  high, 
His  miracles  confirmed  His  words — none  can  deny. 

Christ  must  be  as  He  said,  or  would  be  an  impostor. 
Were  he  not  Son  of  God,  our  souls  He  could  not  foster; 
But  Heaven  and  earth  announce  His  wisdom  most  Divine. 
We  never  can  compare,  and  should  enrich  His  shrine. 

Christ's  wisdom  far  surpasses  savants,  on  this  earth; 
'T  is  incontestable  was  God  before  his  birth. 
Shall  we  deny  his  Father's  word — eternity? 
Then  lost  we  are  and  lost  by  sins  and  vanity. 
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Incorrigible  men  will  lose  all  Heaven's  right. 
In  former  times  God's  sons  withdrew  from  them  in  spite; 
And  Christ  himself  announced,  that  trees  not  bearing  fruits, 
Shall  be  cut  up  and  thrown  in  fire  with  tops  and  roots.
